Ing- twenty-four hours. Th'ey wero
four in number. the offenses of car«-
lessness and thoughtlessness antl lack
of efflclenpy conilng from people who
were well paid to do a high grade
of work In their respoctive calllngs.
a high-prlced and high-grado clothlnK
repai:- house, a dresr.niaker. a plumber
nnd a hoiiHC servant. Eiich of these
had oommltted an inoxcusable bluuder.
nnd yet were pald well to do what
thoy wore told to do.
As to the cauSOSi Miss Richman

held tliere were two.tho schools and
trades unionism. Unlons she rpgarded
ns h'.n absolute nccesslty. in the retcu-
lation of hours and the llxing of mini-
innm wages and factory condltlons.
Rlit labor unlons, she sald, mnuo a
great mlatake, and the omployers
malte a mlstako. In not provldlng, af-
ter the mtnlnium scale lias boen es-
tabliohed, for a bonua for those who
will do more work and botter work
thUn their fellows. A standard wa-ie
for all workers nuta the labor unlons,

HeClimbstoNewAl-

titude Record.

HIS FIGURE3
ARE OFFICIALI

For 15 Minutes He Remains at

Extreme Hcight Trying to

Force Machine Further
Abovc Earth, Then De-
scends With Sicken-

ing Rapidity.

Phlladelphla, Pa., November 23..I.
Armstronp: Drexel broke all aoroplane
altlludo records here to-day when ho
cllmbed above thla clty untll his
Bleriot monoplane was tinable to

niake furthor prosrets In the rnrc-

fled atmosphere. The ink in the
necdle qt hla barograph ran out at

9,97.0 feet, whlch was accoptcd as a'j
11. v. world'a record to-nlght by Cllf-.l
ford H. Marmon, chalrman of the na-

tional council of the Assoclatcd Aero
Cluba o{ Atnerlca, and Klng Duffy,;
Becretary of tliat body. TJie instru-1
ment Ib the same one whlch Ralph
Johnstono carried when he made tho
fonner record of 9.714 feet at Bel-I
mont Park on October 31. lt waa

brought 10 thlB clty to-day under seal
by Mr. Duffy In order that the record
made would bc ofllcial.

ffl» Swlft DcBCenf.
Mr. Drexel left the avlation fleld

at Polnt Breeze, ln the extreme south-
ern part of ihls clty, at 3:23 o'clock
thla afternoon. He landed ut Oreland,
aboui twenty mlles north of the spot
where he had started, at 4:46. In
IiIb climb he had travelcd at least
thlrty mlles to the northward, for
when he started to descend, after try-
Ing for flfteen minutes to force the
machine higher. he ulided down for a

dUtance whlch he estlmated to-nlght
at about six mlleB. So Bwlftly did tlio
monoplane descend that the avlator
was nauseatcd. However, he reached
an open fleld and brought his ma¬

chine to the ground wlthout lnjury-
II.' ;tt fiuce notltied the officlals at the
avlation tield of his landlng.

Cllftord Harmon and Grahame- Whltc
at ome left for Oreland in an auto-
moblle and brought the avlator and
the barograph, stlll under seal, to
thls clty.
Mr. Drexel announced to-nlght that

he 1s going to fly the machine back
to the avlation fleld to-morrow morn-
lng.
He was greatly dlsappolnted when

he found that the barograph had fail-
ed to record an even 10.000 feet. "The
alr was so llght lt was impossible to
make the machine ascend another
foot." he said. "The englne would not
carry lt any further, and I was up at
the extreme altitude for tnore than
flfteen minutes Jumping tho machine
In an effort to secure a greater height."

Mr. Drexel said that whlle lt was

very coltl. he old not suffer llke he had
done when he made his prevlous re¬

cords of 1.750 feet at Lanark, Scotland.
and 8,370 feet at Belmont Park, be-
cause he was niore warmly clad.

Speck In the Sky.
In less than flve minutes after Drexel

began his fllght the monoplane was

only a speck ln the heavy sky.
Drexel made clrcle after clrcle untll

ls almo.st made one dizzy to watch
tho fast dlsappearing craft. When the
monoplane flnally disappeared from
vlcw on the northern horrizon the
curloalty of tha crowd waB at fever
pitch, and for more than an hour. the
one topic was Drexel. Flnally. when
the word reached the track that the
daring avlatlor had landed safely at
Oreland. twenty mlles to the north, a

mlghty shut went up from the anxlous
crowd and later when it was announc¬

ed that a n'cw wcrld's altitudo record
had probably heen made. the cheering
was renewed wlth more vlgor,

More than fulnlllng all thelr prom-
lses and surpassing every txpectution,
the Internatlonal Aviators. Incorporat-
ed. gave seven flights at the State
Kalr Grounds yesterday aftcrnoon. and
one fllght ln the mornlng, whlch,
thougrh comlng unannounced. was the
most accompllshed, darlng and spec-
tacular feat over beheld in Richmond.
Roland G. Garros flew over the city. ln
a straight llne from the Fair Grounda.
clrcled over Twenty-nfth Street, and
then flew back over Broad Street to the
startlng point. -where, after clrcllng
twlce, he allghted wlthout trouble.

Greeted Iiy Prenldent.
Garros appcared over the Clty Hall

just as President Taft was comlng out
of the Govornor's mansion, and all eyes
at once turned from the face of tho
Chlef Executive, who. wlth bared
head. was bowlng to the people, and
gazed above at the speck in the sky.
The monoplane was a bleriot. the same
one used by Jolin B. Molsant in his
famous Statue of Llberty fllght. and tt
was only the second tlme that Garros
had g-ulded the dellcatc and graoeful
machine of the alr. It remalned up
twenty-flvc minutes. flylng a dlstance
of more than flfteen mlles. It was one
of the few tlmes ln tho history of
avlation that a man had soared above
a city, for of all the dangers attonding
avlation, thls ls regarded as the most
dangerous feat to attempt.
At the Fair Grounds the flrst fllght

was made by C. K. Hamllton at 2:11
o'clock. He went up ln his Hamlltonlan
biplane. dazzliner all bv his darlngturns at what appeared to be an lm-
possible angle and by his terrlflc glides,when, from a heigJu of 500 feet, he outoff his mot->r and slid down the alr
lines to wr..iin touching dlstance of
the eartli. ^nd then soared up agalnto the higher .altltudes.
Hnmllton made two flights. Rene'

Slmon, regarded as the most darlng andskllful of the French trio. and Garros
went up twlce in thelr Bleriot mono-
plines, and Rene Barrler went up onceln a Bleriot, flnishlng the meet for theday.

French Tfam n Wonder,
Alfred J. Molsant, vlce-presldent and

secretary of the Internatlonal Aviators
did all that he had said he would db,and more. Even the feats of tho dar-
ng .Tohnstone, who met a tragic death
U. Denvcr la'st Thursday, were out-
done. The French team.Garros, Sl¬
mon and Barrler.which is compara-tively unknown on thls slde of tho At-
lnntlc, operated their Bleriot mono-
planes so skllfully that when they were
at a helght of between 2,030 and 3,000feet above the earth, the machines, wlth
the aviators lost to slght, resembled
n great hawk clrcllng lazlly above his
prey. The exhibitlon is comparahle
only to that given at Belmont Park,the greatest aviation meet ever held ln
thls or any otber country. And thls
meet ls the biggest ever givcn outslde
of that of Belmont Park. Mr. Molsant
had eight machines ln his hangar all
grouped together. Fivo of them were
used. The flights lasted Almost con-
tlnuously for two hours. As soon aa
ono man camo down another ascended.
lt was thought that .Tohnstone had
done all that could bo done. These
mon, especlally the Frenchman, rangedthousands of feet abovo the levol, with
only a smllo between them and the
curlous, eager crowda helow.

Slmon VInMn the Clty.Rene Slmon, in his second ilight left
the fleld and adjacent grounds entlrcly.He becamo lost from vlow, and It was
not known where ho was or what had
becomo of hlm untll some ono tele-
phoneil out to the grounds that he was
ortilslng above Flrst and Broad Streets.
Ho was too hlgh for evon tho falntost
hum of tho motor to bo heard hv the
Irembllng thousands who watched.Slmon had Intonded to do what Garroahad done.-enclrcio the Clty Hall.butho mistook tho Jefferson Hotel for the
former, and turned back boforo he had
gono his dlstance. When tho mono¬
plane camo back at slxty mlles an hour
and raeed down to the ground wlth tho
propellers st 111 whlrrlng at full forco,Vlinon, Btlll woarlng tho smile whlcli is
nla most noticeahio bharacterlatle,hopped out and vuhbod his handa iu
glee. He questioncd Qan;oa as to his
fllght. and both thought that ho had
crulsed about ttroy'Clty Hall. Then
thoy were on a paf. But Mr. Molsant
gave nrdors last nlght that, becauso of
tho danger, 110 othor, flights ovor the
city wlll he permitted.
Tho Bleriot monoplane, of all tho

machines, wlth tho cxcoption of thoDciiioisello, is tho most graoeful and
delieatoly constructed. lt aeema harrtly
strong onough to boar tho wolght of a
man. But lt e.an do moro thnn any bl-
plane, cllmh qulclter and lly fastor. lt

IRIPPEN S0U6HT
TO CHEITJIBIRE

iiroke Spcctacles With [ntcntion
of Ending His Own

Life.

PAYS PENALTY OF MURDER

A Cryihed and Broken Man
Who Is Lcd to the

Scaffold.

London, Xovemher 24.-^-Aceording to
the Daily Kjpjjess, Dr^ Huwley H.
Crippcn on Tuesday night was rest-
less In bed. The wardens, who beeame
susplclous, made a aearch and found
that he had broken hla spectacles with
the supposed intentlon of openlng a
veln and committlng suiclde.

Pr. Crippen wns hanged to-day in
Pcntonvllle Trison for the murder of
his actress wife, Belle Klmore. The
executlon occurred withln a few min-
utes of the stroke of 9 which wns the
tlme offlcially deslgnated.

The eondemned man presented a

pitlable appearance as he was literally
led throughout the short corridor from
his cell to the scaffold.

Hls mental angulsh liad been too
grcnt to be covered up by outward
brarado, and it was a broken man
whom the wardens were obliged to as-

alst up the steps to the drop upon
which, nnce reached, the shrlnking-
figure all but collapsed. The flrst re-

port that Crippen had met hls fate
calmly was contradicted by persons
who were present ln the prison dur-
ing the man's last hours.
The doomed man passed a restless

night. and nppeared hoggard and worn

when awakened from his fitful slum-
ber. He seemed to lose all fortltudo
as the end a.pproached. A breakfast
was hrought to him, but he left it un-

touched. Hls face was colorlcss as

he was escorted bareheaded to the gal-
lows. The grewsome work was soon

done. The black cap was quickly
drawn over the face; the nooac adjust-
ed and tho bolt drawn.

Crippen, who welghed 140 pounds,
was glven a drop of scven feet. Ueath
was instantaneous.

Kollowlng the executlon the Inquest
requlred by law was held, the Jury re-
turning a verdict to the effect that the
gentence of the law had been duly car-

rled out.
The proceedlnga were held ln tho

prison. Pr. Wilson, an oftlciai .wltness
of the hanging. testliled that death was

catised by a fracture of the vertobrae.
Thero was no resistance or struggle
on the pari of the eondemned man, and
the whole proceedings, from the en-

tranee of the cell by the executioner
untll Crippen was dead, occupied onty
slxty Seoonds. .

Thla morning, following the cxecu-

tion tho prison authorities issued an
ofnc'tal statement neclaring that no

confesslon had been made. Miss L,e-
lieve denies that Crippen cpnfessed,
His attoincy soya that so far as he
knows his client malntained hls inno-
cence to tho end. What was sald to

tho priest precedlng absolutlon eannot.
of course, bo known.

If Crippen confessed, as 1s aaserted
bv a newly establishnd cvenlng paper,
he made poor work of U, for the paper
glves no authorlty for lts assertions,
which are credlted to an anonymoua
friend of the physleian's, wno 1s hlm-
self quoted but briefly.
